mercial e-commerce portal provider (or subsidiary thereof) 11

with a market share greater than 25 percent of the indus-12

try in which the provider participates during the five-year 13

period preceding the date of such expected compensation 14

from the Department.

  18__. Prohibition on providing certain compensation to certain former employees of commercial e-commerce portal providers
  (a) Prohibition An individual who expects to receive compensation from the Department of Defense pursuant to a contract, employment, or provision of other professional service, shall submit to the Secretary of Defense a certification that such individual has not received compensation from with an incorporated entity that is a commercial e-commerce portal provider (or subsidiary thereof) with a market share greater than 25 percent of the industry in which the provider participates during the five-year period preceding the date of such expected compensation from the Department. 
  (b) Commercial e-commerce portal provider defined In this section, the term  commercial e-commerce portal provider means a provider of a commercial e-commerce portal, as defined in section 846(c) of the National Defense Authorization Act for Fiscal Year 2018 (41 U.S.C. 1901 note).
